COMMITMENTS, DIRECTOR OF DIVISION OF NUCLEAR SAFETY 
AND ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION HAS NO RPT NO OTHER P-5

3. SPECTER IS HIGHLY REGARDED AND IS NEEDED FOR
